A MAORI WEDDING. 


Big Feast Marks Nuptials Among 
New Zealand Natives. 


After the ceremony had been per- 
formed we went out again into the 
sunshine to see cooks and attendants 
bearing smoking dishes to the dining- 
shed, built for the occasion, to ac- 
commodate the guests. When , the 
feast is spread on the long sixty-foot 
table a horn is blown and a. soft- 
voiced “‘kotiro’” (girl) stands’ at. the 
door chanting a song of invitation. 
The. verse loses much of its poetry in 


! translation, but here it is: 


Oh, all you kindly yuests, 

The feast is spread and awaits you, 

Come now to the feast, before the 
food grows cold, 

Hither, or, come hither. 

The dinner is ‘‘gargamtuan,” more 
than aldermanic, and the table bends 
under the weight of good things; pigs 
and sheep, roasted whole, great 
berons of becf, turkeys, geese, and 
other fowl,’ mutton‘birds,  ‘‘kakas,’”’ 
and wood-pigeons, preserved in their 
own fat; plum puddings, tarts and 
swects. LIveryone is blessed with 
good appetite, and the viands quickly 
disappear. Graceful girl attendants 
wait at table, pressing dainty after 
dainty upon one’s notice.

The provincial department of Agri- 
culture has just issued from Edmon- 
ton it3 fir_t seport of the demon'stra- 
tion fara:; i:.ch have been formed at 
six points in Alberta. The report, 
which will ,rove a work of interest 
and profit to farmers, is handsomely 
got up, with numerots © illustrations 
of farir} buildings, of .cattle, and, of 
plans of buildings. There are’ numer- 
ous statements of expense and current 
accounts, as well as balance sheets 
which may be studied with great pro- 
fit by all who are interested in. agri-. 
culture and stock raising. 

It is explained in’a preface that the 
plan of having demonstration farms 
was introduced instead of having an 
agricultural college, and the idea was 
to show to:farmers by practical illus- 
tration the work which could be done 
along the ‘lines which are laid down 
at the experimental farms run gt va- 
rious points in the West. 

There were six farms cstablished 
-|by the Government during the past 

year, and these have been amply stock 

ed and the buildings have been erect- 
ed and grain sown to reaped, so that 

a statem:cns of interest at’ the end of 

the year may now be made for the in- 

struction of those who are interested 
in the experiment. The introduction

$2100 ; hog pen, $650 ; four hen coops 
$150 each; shed, $580; . root house, 
$700 ; ice-house, $380 irilk house and 
pump-house, $500. 

These buildings are not. extravagant 
but it was.essential, in view of the 
live stock work which was being un- 
dertaken on these farms, that  builld-- 
ings- of fairly substantial character 
should be erectxl at the start. Ona 
farm. used for demonstration purooses 
it was of cours2, necessary to- keep 
the more varietiss of cattle than 
Would be considered wise of an ordin- 
ary farm.. Provision had to be made 
for accommodation for stock similar 
to that at present on the farms.

‘the grace of charity has. been taxed 
to its utmost in an endeavar on the 
part of many advocates of women suf- 
frage in this country, to understand 
the motives and necessity for the ex- 
treme measures resorted to by Bri-- 
tish suffragettes. In secking an ex- 
planation they have frequently been 
told that conditions in_Great Britain 
justified militant methods, and that 
it was impossible for Americgn Women 
to appreciate the necessity ‘o-+ 
tactics employed by the suffragettes.
